Ayt.orno.bile .Club..-.He said it was not 
the disposition of those he represented of of the public hastily 
to lay. the blame for accidents at crossings at the door of the 
railroad companies; The corifefence"was called not for that 
purpose, but rather to create such rules of the road,,regulation 
of the railroads and railways and recommendations for legisla- 
as would promote the safety of traffic.at grade crossings.
